STATE WINE 

GROWERS TO 
FIGHT SUITS 
Will Join in Defense of 
Sacramental Permits in 
Chicago Indictments 


- CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—A wine 
growers’ organization of California 
has prepared to fight Chicago's 
sacramental wine prosecutions in 
Federal Court here, according to 
a report to the District Attorney 
today. Because they supply most 
of the wines sold for sacramental 
use, the growers regard the Chi- 
cago inquiry is a blow at their 
business, it is said. , 

The inquiry is said to have 
shown graft of $35,000 a week. 

Who the lawyers ‘are the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office hasn't 
learned, but advance notice of the 
legal defense ‘bas been given. The 
wine growe:: lawyers, it is said, 
will take the position that the wine 
permits have no legal standing, 
and so cannot be misused. Per- 
mits are not needed to validate the 
sale of sacramental wines, accord- 
ing to their views. They are ex- 
pected to chalienge the  indict- 
ments on constitutional grounds.

Unquestionably the conflict now 
going on is the greatest bat‘ .e of 
modern China and may decide the 
fate of the war. The correspond- 
ent has been on the front since 
the arrival of Gen. Wu Sunday 
morning during which he hag been 
at headquarters twice when it was 
attacked by Mukden airmen. 

Following three days of almost 
hand-to-hand fighting in the val- 
ley inside Chiumen, the strategic 
village: of Hsimenchih, whith 
changed hands five times. was 
shelled. This village is only ten 
miles north of Chinwantao and 
outskirts are held by the Peking 
troops. 

When the troops: of Tsao Ying, 
the President's brother, were driv- 
en from the village on Tuesday, 
retiring upon Liuchang, eight 
miles north of Chinwantao, all 
preparatinns were made for a re- 
tirement on Changtao, about twen- 
ty-five miles to the west. But 
Gen. Wu threw in néw divisions 
and retook Hsimenchih at fright- 
ful cost, although unable to ad- 
vance farther. 

It was then that Gen. Wu re- 
sorted to a ruse that may turn 
the tide of the war, although the 
greatest action is stily to be fought. 
He had assembled a large number 
of ships at Taku for landing forces 
at Mulataco, Manchuria, to attack 

hang ‘s rear. When the 
battle was at the most critical 
stage Gen. Wu left Chinwantao, 
aboard the cruiser Haichi, m- 
barded Hulatao for some hours, 
while at the same time the trans- 
port fleet left Taku. 


RETURNS SMILING 

The bombardment naturally 
caused Gen. Chang to send troops 
to repel the invasion at Hulatao. 
whereas he had hoped to strength- 
en his army inside Chiumen. Gen. 
Wu's ruse became apparent at noon 
yesterday. when he returned emil- 
ing, while at the same time his 
fleet beBan disembarking at Chin- 
wantao. These troops  ineluded 
Gen. Wu's own Third Division and 
two others. 

All day Wednesday these troo 
have been disembarked and marc 
ing towards Hsimenchih, where, 
as the courier leaves, they are 
forming for a massed attack upon 
Chang at a time when it is possible 
reinforcements for his front may 
have been diverted by the Hula- 
tao demonstration. 

Continuous trains with wounded 
are moving south, many, going as 
far as Paotingfu, eighty miles south 
of Peking, since all hospital to 
the east of this are filled. It is 
impossible fo estimate the number 
of casualties, but they probably to- 
tal 10,000. Most of those hurt are 
becoming infected even before en- 
trainment owing to the inabil- 
ity to give them even first aid.

OLDEST HOUSE

DEDHAM (Mass.) Oct. 18.— 
What is supposed to be America’s 
oldest frame houee, the Fairbanks 


house in this city, was the scene 
of the twenty-second reunion of 
this famous family recently. About 
500 members and friends were 
present, drawn from all over New 
England and more distant points. 

The house was built in 1636 by 
Jonathan Fairbanks.

This year the crop is estimated at 
about 38,000 ecres, all, of course, 
being the short staple variety. 
Last year the price opened at 
about 32 cents a pound in the bale 
and closed at 36%. with the av- 
erage for the crop running around 
34 or 36 cents. e yield for that 
year averaged around a -bale to 
the acre. ' 

Thie year the market opened at 
22 cents per pound. The ranchers 
have been holding their cotton, 
only a few selling. A few weeks 
ago some sales were reported 
at 26 cents. At that time the 
growers were confidently expect- 
ing the price to go up. 

The cotton growing in the val- 
ley centers around the Bakersfield 
district. which includes the Was- 
co, Shafter and the so-called 
“Weed Patch” territories. Outside 
of the Bakersfield distvict,. Cor- 
coran is the next cotton srowing 
center. Last year that district had 
about 700 acres of cotton. This 
year the cotton acreage will go 
well over 7000 acres.

California. Ordinarily, we are able 
to inform Southern California in 
advance, that a storm is approach- 
ng because we know by telegraph- 
- je dispatches it has started off the 
Oregon coast or is causing rain to 
come in over the mountains. 
“But when a storm 
west of us—directly out at 
sea, and moves in, we have no 
means of knowing its approach 
‘gave by radio messages from ships. 
As @ result, some storms arrive un- 
heralded. Storms on the Atlantic 
seaboard or anywhere inland, can 
be abnounced in advance because, 
as I have said, storms move from 
west to east and the eastern ter- 
ritory may be advised by telegraph 
that the disturbance is on the way. 
Storm areas usually cover a terri- 


tory ranging from 700 to 1500 
miles, north and south. 
“There is an area in the West 


Indies beyond the Gulf of Mexico, 
where tropical storms originate 
and often move westward. One of 
these drove that great tidal wave 
over Galveston a number of years 
ago. But Southern California is 
so far away from the district of 
typhoons and tropical storms in 
the Pacific Ocean, we need never 
fear such a disaster here.” 
WINDS ARE FAVORABLE 
Col. Hersey called attention to 
the fact that the temperature in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles never 
gets anywhere near the 100-mar 
unless the winds are blowing in 
from the great American desert. 
But they are so dry they cause 
littie discomfort. Very often, 
there will be a northeast wind in 


warmed by the sun, 
shifts to the southwest and the 
cool sea breezes roll in. 

One of the strangest things 
about the Los Angeles climate is 
. that although the elevation of the 
city above the ocean is only ap- 
proximately 200 feet, its tempera- 
ture in the summertime is lower 
day and night than at the observa- 
tory on Mt. Wilson, 6000 feet 
higher up. 

“As the cool breeze comes in 
from the ocean,”’ Col. Hersey ex- 
plained, “it passes over about 
thirty miles of valley, before it 
reaches the mountains. By that 
time it has become warm. The 
afternoon sun fairly bakes the 
side of Mt. Wilson. The rocks get 
so hot one cen barely hold a hand 
against them. The ocean breezes, 
already warmed. strike these rocks 
as they roli up the mountain end 
become so heated they keep the 
temperature at the observatory 
high. With the long days of 
summer, the mountain side does 
not have time to cool off during 
the night and the heated air aris- 
ing from these heated rocks, 
makes the top of Mt. Lowe warm- 
er than Los Angeles. And yet the 
elevation is 6000 feet!” 


HEAVY RAINS IN NORTH

geles is about fifteen and one-half 
inches a year.

menfolk. lit is one of their main 
means of livelihood, this fortune 
telling. 


Yonder, in a green nook of wil- 
lows is pitched a solitary’ tent. 
There is a girl sitting on a pile of 
quilts and sewing. She is lovely 
to look upon. And there are two 


men; one with graying mustache, 
the other young and alert and/ 
quite passably dressed. Perhaps 


from them may be gleaned some 
insight into modern gypsy life. A 
few moments ago there were sev- 
eral stalwart swarthy men in vio- 
lent declamation directed against 
the two we have mentioned. But 
they have left, shrugging their 
shoulders in anger at the failure 
of argument. 

Gypsy life has its elements of 
tragedy and heartbreak, neces- 
sarily, since it is so replete with 
romance and adventure. And this 
picturesque group in the tent apart 
from the others bear the mien that 
suggests a gypsy drama. A few 
paces from the tent is a woman 
bending over a kettle. There are 
two infants toying with willow 
twigs. A girl of 12 or 13 years 
of age is dusting off the carpets 
in the tent. Reclining on a quilt 
is a boy of 15 plucking tinkling 
Romany tunes from the strings 
of a mandolin. 


KING OF TRIBE 


The introductions are 
over with a show of good grace. 
The family is entirely friendly; no 


hint of irritation at the intrusion. 


This is the family of King Frank 
Mitchell. His brother, Tino Bim- 
bo, of Ghicago, is said to be the 
reigning king of all the gypsies in 
the Wnited States, in South Amer- 
ica, and in some of the Huropean 
countries: Each g«ypsy family 
pays an annual money tribute to 
Tino, the “Porrato,” or king. When 
he dies Frank Mitchell will suc- 
ceed to the crown and the for- 
tune. 

The girl so busy with needle and 
flaming silks is ‘Princess Rosie 
Mitchell, 17 years of age. Her 
luminous brown eyes are very sad. 
Yet her ready sniile, tremulous, it 
is true, but brave, combats the 
occasiona] disconsolate droop of 
her head with its two thick chest- 
nut braids entwined with satin 
ribbons. Her face is partly shroud- 
ed by a cherry silk head scarf, giv- 
ing her the appearance of a ma- 
donna clad in riotous colors. 


2 ROYAL FAMILY 

The alert, passabiy dressed 
young man, with cigaret jutting 
from under one curled end of his 
black mustache, is George Mitchell, 
brother of Rosie. He 
skinned, of a Serbian type, with 
a siow, pleasant smile. He sug- 
gests a gentie, easy-going individu- 
al, but the flash in his black eyes, 
the determined mold of his chin, 
and the swing of his shoulders, 
indicate the possession of demon 
qualities should he be aroused or at 
bay. 
The wife of King Mitchell, who 
is bending over the coffee kettle, 
fe an agile, aquiline-featured, 
brown-skinned woman of middle 
age, flamboyantly garbed, shrewd, 


'guspicious and curt in dealing with 


strangers, and an incessant chat- 
terer with her own kind. 

Stocky King Mitchell, with dusty 
clothes, slouch hat, and friendly 
manner, explains that he has been 
having lots of trouble. He allowed 
his daughter, Rosie, to go to work 
for a family of gypsies, now at 
Whittier, about a year ago. They 
disappeared with her and threw off 
pursuit until last week. Rosie 
slipped away from the Whittier 
camp and sought refuge in her 


‘father’s tent, saying she had been 


mistreated, had not been paid, and 
had gone barefoot much of the 
time. She was soon to become a 
mother. The man she accused was 
willing to marry her, but she de- 
tested him. 


GIRL ABDUCTED 
A score of the Whittier gypsies 


descended on the Mitchell tent Sat- 


urday night and took Rosie by 
force. The following day, father 
and son, accompanied by_ police- 
men, went to the Whittier camp 
and rescued Rosie, threatening to 
shoot anyone who §interefered. 
There had been much talk by 
members of the gypsy council. 
They wanted the father to relin- 
quish Rosie, who is one of the best 
fortune tellers of all the tribes. He 
would not do so. The gypsy coun- 
cil could talk itself hoarse. Rosie 
would stay with her ‘family and 
next spring they would all go back 
to Tino Bimbo's tribe at Chicago. 

“They very mad because we c@l! 
police to help us,”’ said King Mitch- 
ell. “They think we should settle 
everyting by gypsy law. So we 
have our tent away from the other 
tents.”’

KING IS GOOD TALKER 

“They are afraid we will tell 
Tino Bimbo,” he says. ,“If we tell 
Tino of our trouble he will come 
here with many people and punish 
those who fight us. Tino is an old 
man and very wise. He can talk 
three hours without a stop. Every 
gypsy family must send him money 
every year.” 

It is learned that the Mitchell 
family has been in the 
States twenty-two years. They 
came from Serbia. Most of the 
came 
from the Argentine. 


Rosie answers questions about. 


herself. Would she. like to live 
in a house ané wear. clothes like 
an American girl? Does she dream 
of a perfect lover? Will she al- 
ways follow the gypsy life: 

“Mebbe sometime I live in a 
house,” she said. ‘Il am gypsy eirl, 
so I do not think of those things. 
I was born gypsy. will die gypsy. 
The way I live, the way I dress, 
are what I know, and so that is 
what I like. And I like to go from 
place to place outdoors, but some- 
times I get very tired. And mebbe 
sometime I find a gypsy boy I like. 
I don’t know. If I find him I 
marry him like you do in the 
church with a license. 


MAID TELLS WOES 

“I don't like to dance, 
like to sing much, like Americans. 
All I like to do is sew, to make 
pretty dress, to make pretty apron, 
out of colors like the sky and the 
sun and the trees. The old men 
and women like to sit by the fire 
and tell stories and lk loud. I 
can tell good fortune @nd give good 
luck. But now I have lots trou- 
ble.”

King Mitchell is asked for an 
opinion of gypsy life.

Give a man big chest and feel 
good. Not worry very much. Live 
out in woods and easy to feel 
happy. Man was born to live free 
outside, not shut in walls and work 
like damn fool and get sick." 

He utters a slang maxim. “This 
the only life,” he says. 

The gypsies are a driven people 
throughout the world. No matter 
where they go there are 
hands lifted against them, bidding 
them be on their way. This may 
be ascribed to the fact that they 
are not producers. They never 
faise a blade of graes or plant a 
bean. They are little understood, 
and are credited by the majority 
of mankind with being dishonest. 
They aré mysterious and clannish 
and far from immaculate. 

But they are hospitable when 
approached in the right conscience. 
A emal) trinket, a string a beads, a 
bracelet, will bring smiles more 
beaming to their faces, than a 
=" will to almost any other 
olk. 

The gypsy, to our way of think- 
ing, is a peculiar creature. But 
he is, in the main, content, and his 
mission is new vistas, new sunsets, 
a closer ear to the song that is 
sung afar off. He has cast his old 
wagon to the wayside and now 
darts from campsite to campsite 
at motor speed. Piled in his auto- 
mobile are soft, feather quilts. He

Believing qhat an 
demand for small Bome construc- 
tion In Los Angeles will follow in

“It will be the ob- 
ject of our campaign fo impress 
the building public Near the sig- 
nificance of these facts,”’ he said. 

During periods in the past when

This is a stipulation 
of the agreement which the owner 
has the legal right to insist upon 
and which often saves needless 
worry and litigation. '

NEW ROUTE 
PLANNED AS 
ROAD LINK 


Thoroughfare to Parallel 
Whittier Boulevard and to 
Connect This City 


Hugh Pomeroy of the * County 
Regional Planning Commission 
yesterday called attention to plans 
for a new boulevard paralleling 
Whittier Boulevard on the north 
and connecting Los Angeles with 
Whittier by a new route that will 
form the eastern link of the Great- 
er Beverly Bowlevard that has 
been approved by the City and 
County Planning Commissions. He 
stated that the building of the new 
East Beverly Boulevard was abso- 
lutely rmpecessary to relieve traffic 
congestion on Whittier Boulevard, 
which ig the most heavily traveled 
highway in California outside of 
incorporated cities. 

“The new East Beverly Boule- 
vard is one of the most important 
features of the major highway pro- 
gram that has been laid out to 
solve the traffic problem of metro- 
politan Los Angeles,” said Mr. 
Pomeroy. ‘The engineering work 


on this boulevard has been well 
advanced by the engineers of the 
East Side Organization, and the 
matter of securing deeds for street 
widening, straightening and rights 
of way ts now under way. 

To upset these plans, which have 
been carefully planned and worked 
out with relation to the genera! 
plan of highway development 
would be  Iimpracticablé. The 
building of East Beverly Boule- 
vard is absolutely necessary to the 
section which it will serve, and if 
the congestion on Whittier Boule- 
vard is not relieved property val- 
ves in that general area are bound 
to suffer because of lack of the 
opportunities for development 
caused by lack of highway facili- 
ties.”’

NEW PIER 
APPROVED 


Million Dollar Freight 
Terminal for San: Diego 


{[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH] 

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 18.—Plans for 
the construction of a $1,000,000 
freight pier at the foot of Broad- 
way to facilitate the hahdling of 
supplies for the naval establish- 
ment, have been approved by 
President Coolidge and Director of 
the Budget Lord, according to word 


received at headquarters of the 
Eleventh Naval District from Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur. 

Secretary Wilbur, on the 
sion of his visit here recently, 
delved deeply into the needs of the 
naval establishment, and it is un- 
derstood he was impressed by the 
urgency of pier facilities adjoining 
the naval warehouse. 

It is the opinion of officers of 
district headquarters that work on 
the 1000-foot pier will start early 
in 1926 and that construction op- 
erations will be expedited. In a 
report submitted by the Director of 
the Budget to Secretary Wilbur re- 
garding San Diego's new naval 
pier, Director Lord said: 

“I understand that the proposed 
legislation is intended to authorize 
the construction of the pier and 
certain improvements in connection 
therewith to consist of a quay wall, 
railroad tracks, viaduct gnd dredg- 
ing to be located upon the tract of 
watesfront land which the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, by an act ap- 
proved June 4, 1920, was author- 
ized to accept from the city of San 
Diego, free from encumbrances and 
conditions and without cost to the 
government, described as a cer- 
tain tract of land known as block 
14 in the city of San Diego, to- 
gether with the land lying be- 
tween said block and water of the 
harbor and all riparian rights for 
naval purposes. 

“I have presented this matter 
to the President, who has in- 
structed me to advise you that if 
the circumstances are as above 
stated the proposed legislation is 
not in conflict with his financial 
program.” Plans and specifications 
for the new pier were drawn up 
some time ago by DeWitt C. Webb, 
public works officer of the Elev-)| 
enth Naval District. These have 
been forwarded to the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks at Washington 
for approval. The plans call for 
a 1000-foot structure with two 
wings. Standard-gauge railroad 
tracks will run from the pier to 


the fleet warehouse and adminis- 
tration building at the foot of 
Broadway.

MUST BE ENCOURAGED 

“This attitude of mind must be 
encouraged im our educational 
work. We must adhere to the lar-

“At the risk of seeming nar- 
row, I must say that the Ameri- 
can exhibit seemed to me a sound 
expression of good design, when 
compared with the work of other 
countries. The teaching of archi- 
tecture as an art in a well organ- 
feed school seems to rhise it into 
a higher plane than the combined 
efforts of the office and asachoo!l 
working together, as followed by 
Mmany schools. 

“The time we have to instruct 
Pupils is too valuable te devote to 
petty details of the business of 
an office. It seems better to in- 
spire students to work for an ideal 
of beauty than to equip them to 
take positions as technical assist- 
ante in an wffice. Architecture as 
@® profession should rank in the 
mind of the public as on a par at 
least with law and niedicine. We 
Cannot maintain it w, by teaching 
the craft alone. e 
Gut scholars who .are masters of 
craft also. In America our archi- 
tecte of distinction move in the 
highest fntellectual circles, as they 
did in Greek times. They are men 
of culture, of science, of g00d 
taste, who have a knowledge of 
building processes as well as of 


good design. 
“Much has been said about = 
mencing early to learn architec- 


ture, and no doubt early familiari- 


ty buildings fs am advan- 
tage. . r experience, however, 
shows that college-bred men who 
eome rather late to the study of 
, architecture are the etrongest men 
in our school. Learning to draw 
early is almost essential, and fa- 
cility in this method of expression 
is a great advantage. Some have 
naturally, others must acquire it, 
all miust master it. 


“But the art of architecture is 
' greater than ite expression on pa- 
per. Only a Umited number of as- 
pirants reach the plane of real 
architects. Schools should teach 


. Suchy subjects and in such a way as 


general college curriculum.”

“We must recognize that a per- 
son of great talent ‘will succeed 
either in or out of a school, but 
he will have a better basis foun- 
dation for his work if he has good 
school training. A school should 
give him those things as basic 
ideas which he can learn in prac- 
tice only by going through and ris- 
ing above the maze of details. 

“Fou ia not enough time 
for a high echool graduaté to 
reach the proficience represented 
by our degree. If a curriculum 
includes general education esub-

independent localities in which the national 
spirit is only now just being born. The clan 
spirit is stronger here than it ever was in 
Scotland, and as a rule, each family works 
for itself and cares nothing for the others 
about. The children owe their allegiance 
only to their parents, and in the past the 
fathers and mothers have had practically 
the power of life and death over their chil- 
dren. Filial piety is here considered the 
greatest of virtues and the worship of an- 
cestors is the Chinese religion. 


In the past the family was also the foun- 
dation of the government. The emperor 
was theoretically the father of his people, 
and they were supposed to revere and obey 
him. Like the father of a family he could 
do what he liked with his national chil- 
dren, and they submitted without limitations 
to almost any kind of imperial anthority. 
The local rulers in a lesser sense were con- 
sikiered the fathers of their communities and 
they were supposed to defend them against 
the other communities around about. The 
principle of family independence rather than 
individual independence prevailed every 
where. 


Foreign Powers and Chinese 


S family principle worked very well 
in the communities; but when the for- 
eigners began to come in the Chinese 
gradually realized they must work to- 
gether. The old saying that “The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church” was 
never more evident thah in the evolution 
now going on among the’Chinese. The em- 
pire has never welcomed the foreigners and 
for a long time it did all it could to keep 
the powers out. But they kept inching in 
by war and by bluff making the people more 
@nd more angry and gradually forcing them 
closer and closer together for self-preser- 
vation. 

In the first war between the western 
tions and China, which took place eighty- 
two years ago, Hongkong was ceded to the 
British, and the five ports of Canton, Amoy, 
Foochow, Ningpo and Shanghai were perma- 
nently opened to foreign trade. 

The second war with Great Britain re 
sulted in that country taking a strip of ter- 
ritory on the mainland opposite Hongkong, 
and the opening up of Tientsin. In the 
meantime came the . Taiping Rebellion 
which lasted for fourteen years and resulted 
in the death of more than 20,000,000 peo- 
ple, and on the excuse of the confusion re- 
sulting more ports were opened to the west- 
ern nations. France came in and indemni- 
ties were demanded. | 

The administration of the maritime cus- 
toms was given over to the British to in- 
sure the payment of the foreign obligations, 
and the British collect those customs today.

That's what the letter says, and it’s true. And it is 
an awful mistake that these poor unfortunate, mis- 
guided folks make who come to California expecting to 
find $20 gold pieces hanging on the trees and ready for 
their hands to pluck. 

The least equipped men or women in the world are 

. those who have never learned trades and who, when 
they ask for work, say that they are “willing to do 
anything.” They are willing to do anything, but they 
really know how to do nothing, and the last thing in 
the world that they would ever think of is to do the 
one sure and comparatively easy thing that would prove | 
their salvation. And this is to get out upon a little 
patch of land, to dig in a crop of rutabagas, to plant 
nine bean rows and have a hive for the honey bées. 
Of course, they will say that they have no money with 
which to purchase land. But we wish to say to them 
that any man or any woman who has a sincere desire 
to locate upon a little patch of land can easily find 

_ themselves in possession of it. 

We have neighbors in the green Verdugo Hills, and 
we know of hundreds of people elsewhere throughout 

_ California, who upon little patches of land stand abso- 
lutely independent of fate. Though every factory 
whistle in America were to stop blowing, and though 
ali the pay envelopes on which wage earners hang so 
helplessly were to cease circulating, these folks upon 
the little patches of land can eat and live just the same. 

There is no day that we do not pass some neighbor's 
place that rejoices our very heart. Upon his little 
patch of land there are fruit trees, walnut trees, little 
splashes of green alfalfa for his poultry to feed upon, 
his nine bean rows growing green in the sun, his stalks 
of sugar corn and his hive for the honey bees. Such a 
man is the master of his fate, he is the captain of, his 
soul, and he is the only kind of a man that anybody | 
should be. 

- No one need be sorry or concerned about the man up- 
on the patch of land. But God help the helpless and 
hopeless slaves in the marts—the wage earners who 
fall victim to fate when the pay envelopes fail.

The olive oi] bath is perhaps the com- 
monest type of bath given to baby, but to 
those who are exceedingly poor, and to 
whom a dollar or so spent for the oil bath 
cuts quite a figure in the family budget, 
substitutes can be made. 


The luke warm plan water bath will do 
for the baby’s first and subsequent baths 
almost as efficiently as the olive oil will. 


Baby should never be given an immersion. 
bath until the navel has been entirely 
closed up. Up to this time he should be 
given a nge bath only, with luke warm, 
approximate body-temperature water, using 
no soap. The best sort of cloth is soft ab- 
sorbent sterile cotton, using a acne piece 
for each bath. | 


fr In the bathing technique, wien baby’s 
eyes are washed, be sure that the same 
piece of cotton is not used for both eyes. 
Use one piece for his body; ahother for 
each of his eyes; another for each nostril, 
and another for between the genital creases. 

Both girl babies and boy babies should 
have all genital secretion washed out at 
each bath by the pushing back of the over- 
lapping skin and by keeping the delicate 
sexual surface free from irritation. 

Next comes baby’s navel dressing. By all 
means the most scrupulous cleanliness 
should be used. Naught but absolutely 
sterile cotton and gauze should lie next to 
the unhealed navel. The best way to dress 
the navel is to place sterile gauze adjacent 
to it. Make it firm with about two inches 
of adhesive tape on either side. Then make 
a complete abdominal circular bandage to 
hold the dressing in place. This should be 
snug—not too tight nor too loose. 

If no infection takes place, baby’s navel 
should be re-dressed once per day. If in- 
fected, it should be redressed three times 
per day. 

There is no necessity, cule ordinary 
or astringeft drugs to cause the navel to 
come off more quickly. 

Barring complications, the umbilical cord 
should be detached within from two to 
seven days, differing with each child; but, 
if it does not, there is still no cause for 
worry, unless infection takes place. : 

Many women believe that baby should 
have a tight band around his abdomen for 
several weeks of his early infancy. This 
is a gross mistake and unfortunate 
ignorance. As soon as baby’s navel has 
completely closed, which usually occurs 
within six weeks, there is no further neces- 
sity for abdominal bands of any kind, 
whether for compression or for holding 
dressings in place. 

All abdominal restrictive clothing or 
bandages should be completely removed 
when this healing has taken place. 

After six weeks baby should be left free 
to breathe, kick, squirm or wiggle, as he 
pleases. This constitutes his exercise. 
Many a child could be saved from painful 
colic if he had such favorable conditions. 

There is one abnormality, however, which 
happens to many children, due to wrong 
feeding, poor mothers’ milk, and to many 


| 


other causes, That is, letting infants cry |. 


far more than is good for them. The result 
is a great strain to the abdominal muscles 
and failure of the navel to close, or the 
development of a condition we term “um- 
bilical hernia.” 

To prevent the loop of the intestine from 
intruding through . the umbilical opening. 
take a piece of sterile adhesive tape, make 
a deep crease in the skin parallel with the 
opening, and place the tape over both 
ridges so as to create two ridges and a 
furrow lies snugly protected, pacer Bld 
the intestine from protruding. 

When this contingency arisés, baby 
should not be permitted to cry for more 
than four to five minutes at the utmost 
and he should never be permitted the in- 
tense strenuous crying, which involves ab- 
dominal straining. 

Summing up, therefore, a few bits of 
technique that must be understood for 
baby: First. Tepid water will do quite as 
efficiently as olive oil for baby’s first and

Third, the abdomimal bands are not 
sential, excepting for abnormal conditions. 
They do much more harm than good. 

Fourth, “Let him cry” must give place to 
a sensible regime when baby is ruptured 
or has hernia. His training will have to be 
forgotten until healing takes place; aes 
he should not be permitted to cry st 
ously nor for any length of time.

These are the ‘conditions that call me to 
China. I have come here to depict with 
pencil and camera the changes going on in 
this faraway part of the globe. This is my 
sixth visit to Asia but at no time has the 
situation been so portentous. The mere 
thought of the job makes me tremble. The 
field is so large, the people so many, and of 
all you and I know so little. The only way 
I can begin is to get down to brass tacks, 
take a look at the country and try to 
find out where “we're at.” 


The Creater China 


N THE first place, where is China? I am 
writing this letter at the southern gate- 
way to the empire. The Chinese now call

their country a republic; but today anarchy 
reigns and the word empire gives a better 
idea of the vast extent of this ancient land. 
I am on the Island of Hongkong, about 10, 
000 miles west of New York, and about the 
same distance from London. The mouth of 
the Pearl River is just opposite me and the 
great city of Canton is so near that with a 
good concrete road and a fast motor car I 
could cover the distance in less than two 
hours, If I took an airplane and flew to the 
west I would have to travel as far as from 
the Atlantic Ocean to Great Salt Lake to 
reach Russian Turkestan where China ends; 
and if I should turn the machine to the north 
and go straight to Siberia I should make a 
flight almost as great. The country, roughly 
speaking, is an irregular square, each side 
of which measures about 2000 miles, sand- 
wiched in between Siberia and the Indo- 
Chinese Peninsula and Hindustan. It has the 
Pacific Ocean on the east and the high 
desert wikis of Russian Asia on its western 
frontier. China contains by far the best part 
of Asia, the tenderloin of the continent, hav- 
ing about the same cnalities of climate and 
soil that we have in worth America on the 
opposite side of the globe. I believe it has 
more good land than we have and it certain- 
ly has far more to choose from. 


The Greater China is bigger by eleven 
States the size of New York than the Uhited 
States, Alaska, and all our dependencies. It 
contains one-fourth of the land of all Asia. 
It has about 4,300,000 square miles, such a 
large part of the globe, that if all the land 
upon earth were divided up into fourteen- 
acre flelds and apportioned among their in- 
ternational owners according to the amounts 
they hold now, China would have an acre in 
every one of those flelds. It is an enormous 
tract to be shut off from the rest of man- 
kind, to be given up to pillage and banditry, 
and to.remain dormant when the whole 
world wants a part in coreogns its re- 
sources and trade. 


And then the people of China! Here the 
figures are still more astounding. The

Stop a moment and think what 
means!

earth wouki have a Chinese as one of its 
members. The population of the globe is 
estimated at 1,748,000,000, and by the figures 
of the Chinese Postoffice officials published 
this year, China proper alone has 446,000,000. 
The dependencies of Mongolia, Tibet, and 
Chinese Turkestan are not included in this

north of Tulare. Although all activities on 
the ranch are conducted on an extensive 


T  siversiged of the best examples of 


and elaborate scale, many of the methods

smaller projects of the average farmer. 
At'the present time the Tagus Ranch is 

undergoing a big change, so wide in its 


- scope that it can hardly be gauged by any 


thing of the past. Carrying out a well 
formed plan of development, Manager H. C. 
Merritt, Jr.. who is also vice-president of 
the Pacific States Corporation, owner of this 
and a number of other large interests, is 
transforming thousands of acres of the 
ranch into a veritable garden. 
One of the most extensive transitions is 
now taking place on the west half of the 
6500-acre ranch, where approximately 400 
acres are being leveled preparatory to 
planting for more intensive forms of farm- 
ing. The remainder of the ranch is now in 
crops. Thirty “outfits,” as they are called 
on the ranch, are engaged in the develop- 
ment work. At the rate of five acres per 
day, the amount of land these crews have 
been leveling and grading each day since 
the work started some time ago, it will take 
more than two years to complete the under- 

Mr. Merritt states that he has just pur- 
chased fourteen new twenty-horsepower 
electrical pumping-plant units, designed to 
“throw” 1000 gallons of water each per 
minute. These, with the twenty-six sim- 
ilar plants already in operation on the 
ranch, will, it is said, produce 40,000 gal- 
lons of water per minute. 

The various crops grown on the ranch 
include _peaches, apricots, grapes, prunes, 
cotton, “alfalfa aa grain. 
acreage at present is devoted to alfalfa, the 
Tagus Ranch being one of the heaviest 


shippers of hay in this section of the valley. 


There are now 540 acres planted to alfalfa, 
and this will soon be increased to 1140, as 
600 additional acres are to be sown to al- 
falfa this year. 

‘The second largest crop is cotton, a beau- 


 tiful 400-acre tract of which is now nearing 
maturity. The cotton acreage will be in- 


creased to 1200 acres next season. Then 
come the peach orchards, which comprise 
320. acres of 3-year-old trees. The remainder 
of @e crops include eighty acres of prunes, 
thiegy acres of apricots and forty acres of 
Maléga grapes. the latter being packed and

marketed under the Tagus Ranch label. | 
The Tagus Ranch has one of the largest 
herds of pure-bred registered Poland-China 
and Duroc Jersey swine in the world, num- 
bering 2700 head. More than 200 acres are 


devoted to the hog department. Mr. Mer- 
ritt says the herd consumes 750 tons of 
barley and corn and over a million gallons 
of milk in a year. A herd of 1000 brood 
sows ig maintained, and thousands of pigs 
are disposed of each year. 

As an example of the thoroughness with 
which each crop is studied and record of 
each kept, a moving-picture machine has

been installed at the edge of the 400-acre 
cotton field to keep an accurate and vivid 
record of the growth of the crop. Begin- 
ning with the appearance of the first cot- 
ton plant, film has been “shot” of the grow- 
ing plants. When completed the film will 
show the actual growth of the cotton, lit- 
erally “from the ground up,” and is ex- 
pected to prove a most valuable record. 
The picture is to be released for a showing 
in various theaters in California. Mr. Mer- 
ritt is so pleased with the progress of the 
cotton crop that he says he has decided to 
increase the planting for next season to 
1200 acres. 


Of interest to orchardists is the fact that 
through a modern and permanent method 
of tree bracing, the Tagus Ranch this year 
has saved a large sum in the handling of 
its 48,000 young trees. The old method of 
bracing the limbs of the trees with props 
has been replaced with a modern and per- 
manent system of Wire center bracing. 
There are other equally interesting and 
important methods of reducing expenses 
and increasing production that are cheer- 
fully explained by the Tagus Ranch man- 
agement to any who desire information. In 
fact, an information department is main- 


tained at the ranch for this express ant 
pose. 

The Tagus Ranch has its own etnent, 
mental station, where the adaptability of 
the various vines and trees relative to soil 
and climatic conditions is regularly tested. 
In the experimental yard there are fifty 
varieties of grapes and seven vines of each 
variety. Careful records are kept of the 
growth and yield of each specimen, and as 
a result of the success with which the ali- 
canti grapes have been grown, it is stated 


that 200 acres will be planted to this variety 
next year.

Not far from the experimental yard, but 
separated from all other trees and vines on 
the ranch, is a group of deciduous fruit 
trees. These were grown for the sole pur- 
pose of testing out methods of disease and 
pest control. 

As a result of the extensive development 
now under way, the Tagus Ranch is looking 
forward to a considerable increase in popu- 
lation to take care of the new crops. A 
model town has been mapped out and work 
has been started upon it. Ground is now 
being cleared for a park, to contain a swim- 
ming pool and several buildings. Already 
there are seventy homes on the ranch, not 
including several large bunk-houses occu- 
pied by the unmarried employees. These 
are divided into settlements for the work- 
men of the different nationalities, there be- 
ing five such units in all. In order to pro- 
vide for present needs and also for future 
growth, a domestic water-supply system 
has just been completed which is capable 
of supplying the needs of more than 500 
persons. Numerous general ranch build- 
ings, including barns, stables, implement 
sheds and three large warehouses, complete 
the list of structural improvements. 

Comfortable quarters are provided for the 
178 head. of mules and the horses kept on — 
the ranch. One of the most modern stables 
in the State was recently completed and 
is now in use. One-half of the big building 
is given over entirely to storing grain and 
hay. The corral for the work stock is of a 
most permanent type, all posts being set in 
solid concrete. Special stalls, accommodat- 
ing five horses or mules at a time, have 
been erected for safety and convenience in 
roaching, shoeing and doctoring. 

There are nearly fifteen miles of road on 
the ranch and considerable time and labor 
are required to keep these in good shape. 
They have all recently been graded and 
are now ready for oiling. 

An accurate account of all such overhead 
expenses is kept. In fact, the expenditures 
of the ranch are not only budgeted for the 
year, but a careful check is kept on each 
day’s expenditures and the amount of work 
accomplished. The cost of operations is 
totaled daily and compared with the amount 
allowed in the budget. By having the fore- | 
man in each department report at the end 
of the day the progress of each operation, 
whether it be irrigating, fruit picking or 
plowing, is marked on specially prepared 
maps. The entire day’s work can then eas- 
ily be seen at a glance, also the amount 
that remains to be done.

Speaking of planting methods, Mr. New- 
man stressed the importance of getting the 
soil in good condition before setting out 
the trees. The ranch he said had for many 
years been farmed to grain, and as a re- 
sult, the solls had acquired a compact 
layer or plow-sole, which bad to be broken 
up with a subsoiler. 


“In digging holes for the trees,” he said 
“we saw to it that there was room enough 
to take the roots without the necessity of 
pruning too severely. Preliminary to 
planting, the roots and tops were pruned 


hack. Each tree was cut back to forty- 
eight inches from the graft union. The 
trunks of the trees were then dipped in 
whitewash to prevent sunburning. As an 
added precaution against sunburning, the 
trees were again whitewashed later on, as 
the whitewash began to flake off. When 
filling the soil around the roots, care was 
taken to pack it in tightly to prevent air 
spaces being left. As soon as the trees

“The ideal striven for in trrigation.” 
said W. F. Brown, the superintendent of 
the ranch, “has been to never let the soil 
become dry. This practice has resulted in 
continuous growth, with the new wood be- 
coming well matured during the latter part 
of the growing season.

“All the young trees have been ‘tanked’ 
durimg the first year to save expense in 
irrigation and to make sure that each tree 
would receive enough water. After the first 
year, the furrow method of irrigation has 
been used.” 

Mr. Brown stated that deep tillage was. 
religiously practiced on the ranch, both

the subsoiler and heavy chisels being used. 
No plowing was done, he said, deep chisel- 
ing with tractor power being substituted 
therefore. The chisels, “he said, 
about nine inches and the subsoiler, 
twelve to fifteen inches, the deepest work 
being done in the fall when the soil is dry. 
He pointed out that the subsoiler is run 
to within as close as four feet of the young 
trees. 

The entire ranch has been intercropped 
to beans each year, according to Mr. Brown, 
and with the exception of a -small amount 
used as feed, the straw has been put 
around the trees as fertilizer. The ranch 
— 500 tons of beanstraw this year, he 
said. 

Mr. Blanchard explained the method used 
in training a young walnut tree with the 
central leader system. He stated that 
most walnut trees had been traiaed by the 
open vase method principally because it 


is necessary to cut back the tops of wal- 
nut trees when planting and that the ten-| 


dency is to leave all new shoots to grow 
without direction. A tree which is formed 
with a central leader and  well-spaced 
branches, he said, is much stronger than 
one in which the branches grow close to- 
gether on the original trunk. In brief, he 
explained the method used in training a 
central leader is to favor the desired leader 
by holding back the development of the 


other shoots, this being best accomplished | 


during the first or second year of growth 
by pinching back the terminals of the 
growing shoots. Mr. Blanchard advised 
against heavy pruning of young walnut 
trees. 

Many growers asked questions regarding 
the wrapping of young walnut trees to pro- 
tect them from sunburn and cold and Mr. 
Newman illustrated the ranch practices 


by wrapping trees by several methods. 


He said that every tree on the ranch 
would be wrapped this year. In one 
method demonstrated strips of burlap were 
used to wrap the trunks and main limbs. 
Another consisted of binding cornstalks 
lightly around the trunks. 

Knowles A. Ryerson, Los Angeles 
County Farm Advisor, annuonced at the

This was just get- 
ting well under way about 25 pears ago, 
when the American Beet Sugar Company 
erected the second largest beet sugar fac- 
tory in the world here, and local agricul- 
tural efforts took another course. Sugar 
beets and lime beans became the main 
crops and from a large exporter of sinall 
grain, the district had to become an im- 
porter of such ‘products to supply local 
needs. 

Ventura county has good farmers, cap- 
uble, energetic mer who are willing to put 
work and money into a crop. Heretofore, 
they have been gett'ng good returns. Many 
of them have become rich. But experience 
shows that there must be a wider range 
of crops. The sugar beet and lima bean 
are not sufficient for the fullest develop- 
ment, and- too often lead the individual 
into a one-crop system. Hence, there are 
beet farmers and bean farmers. Realizing 
that such practices cannot endure in these 
days of high-priced lands, a very strong 
effort is now being made to introduce a 
wider range of crops. During the past two 
years the irrigation facilities of the valley 
have been more than doubled. Significantly, 
too, the number of alfalfa fields has in- 
creased in like ratio.

It 
is collected and elaborated in the leaves 
and theoretically takes but little from the 
soil. But when a farmer sees large wagon 
loads of beets leaving his field and long 
train loads of dried beet pulp leaving the 
factory, he knows that immense quantities 
ot plant food are being drawn from the soil 
and that sooner or later these must be re- 
placed. But how to get it back to the 


gone through several processes which make 
it very palatable stock food, but, it is too 
costly to use as plain fertilizer, hence one 
of the reasons for desiring more stock upon 
the beet farms. 


But the pulp is not the only by-product 
of the sugar beet. The tops make excellent 
feed. They are relished by horses, cows, 
sheep and hogs. Those in charge of one 
experiment station say they have found that 
when the tops from sixteen tons of beets 
are fed to stock with a proper ration of 
alfalfa and corn, they are equal to one ton 
of alfalfa hay and 491 pounds of corn. In 
other words, a crop of sixteen tons of beets 
per acre, by much reclaiming, would give 
the farmer a by-product equivalent to a cut- 
ting of alfalfa and nearly five sacks of corn. 

Lima beans for two years and sugar 
beets for one, has been regarded as a very 
good rotation. The bean straw is a rather 
wasteful feed, but chemical analysis shows 
it is nearly equal to alfalfa in food value.

The climate, while not exclusive of 
the commoner deciduous fruits of Cali- 
fornia, seemed peculiarly suited to the re- 
quirements of the apple, and also the pear 
and the cherry. With a pear industry al- 
ready centering in Palmdale, across the 
mountains, and a cherry industry centering 
in Beaumont, a short distance to the south- 
east, apple growing seemed to offer the 
greatest inducements. The first orchards 
were planted in 1909 and steady increases 
have been made until the acreage now is 
about 4000, being 80 per cent of the land 
improved to orchards in the district. : 


The apple industry is well established 
and faces a sound future. But, through ac- 
cident of war times and the agricultural 
depression following the upset of world 
commerce, it was developed in a difficult 
period.

| CULTURAL METHODS 
| Apple growing is not easy and the cost 
of production is high. This fact, in con- 
junction with the marketing difficulties 
encountered, has made for some  dis- 
couragement. The only answer is in the 
production of crops of superior quality, if 
not of greater quantity; and some of the 
Yucaipa ranchers are finding this answer. 


The expense of five or six, or seven, 
sprayings is a drain upon the net income. 
But those sprayings are absolutely neces- 
sary to limit the number of wormy apples. 
While the worms may not stay in the ap- 
ples, still the least bore spoils the fruit 
for the trade. It is therefore a job to be 
undertaken cheerfully and put through 
with careful attention to the securing of 
maximum effect. 


Cultural methods vary with the knowl- 
edge and persuasions of the operators. 
There is a lot of pleasant theory about 
keeping the orchard so and so, clean cul- 
tivated, pruned up so that the branches 
will be out of harm’s way, and so on, 
which seems to absorb the attention of 
many ranchers to the exclusion of schemes 
for growing fruit. But when all is said 
and done, there is nothing that can take 
the place of “rough and dirty” farming, 
whether it be in the raising of potatoes or 
apples. Plenty of manure, water, the con- 
trol of bugs—that is about the substance 
of it. If given the nourishment and the

With a reported production of 35,731.6 
pounds of milk and 1230.43 pounds of but- 
ter in 366 days at the age of 4% years, 
Helm Veeman Woodcrest, a purebred Hol- 
sitein-Friesian cow owned by Helm Farms, 
Carcoran, has established a new world’s 
record for a cow under full age. Helm 
Veeman Woodcrest is the sixty-first cow in 
the United States and Canada to produce 
over 30,000 pounds of milk in a year and 
of these sixty-one big producers stands sec- 
ond highest in the list, the leader being 
Segis Pietertje Prospect, Washington, 
owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle. 
She gave 37,381.4 of milk in a year when 
6 years old. There is great rejoicing 
among the dairymen of Kings county over 
the performance of the Helm Farms cow, 

fier record in the making has been a 
subject of great interest there. The Kings 
County Farm Bureau and Chamber of 
Commerce are uniting for a celebration of 
the event in the near future. 


This,js# not the first appearance of the 
Helm VWarms cows in the big milk record 
class, as two ether animals of the ranch 
have climbed into the list of producers of 
over 30,000 pounds of:milk per annum. 
These are Maud Netherland Whyne De 
Kol 2d, and Stratford Pledge De Kol. The 
last named cow was the first in Central 


California to produce over 30,000 pounds of 


milk and 1300 pounds of butter per annum. 
The Helm Farms herd of 
Friesians is one of the largest collections 
of purebred cattle in the State. It contains 
fifteen daughters of Sir Veeman Korndyke 
Pontiac that are half-sisters of the cow 
which broke the record and of these three 
“gd produced over 115 pounds of milk in 
y. 
Helm Veeman Woodcrest was calved 
January 18, 1919, and was raised and de 
veloped on the Helm Farms. Her sire, Sir

man Woodcrest was Pauline Woodcrest 
Maid 2d, sired by Tuebie Pieterje Aggie 
Lad. There has been no official record 
made of her milk or butter. production, 
Helm Veeman Woodcrest freshened Oc 
tober 7, 1923, with her second calf, at 
which time she was put under test. The 
first seven days she produced 33.48 pounds 
of butter from 633.8 pounds of milk, giv- 
ing 87.8 pounds of milk the first day, as 
shown by the records. On October 20, 
she had increased to 100 pounds of milk a 
day, which she averaged till November 5, 

»-" ghe produced 120.8 pounds for the 
day. The first fiifteen days of November, 
she produced 1647.5 pounds of milk, or an 
average of a little less than 110 pounds a 


‘day, On November 7, she showed the high- 
est production of the year’s ‘test, 181.7 
pounds for the day. In January, four 
months after the test began, she was still 
averaging over 100 pounds a day and in 
February and March, her average daily 
production was over 100 pounds per day. 
in the hot months of June and July, she 
averaged 87 pounds of milk a day and in 
the latter part of August, with cooler 
weather, she came up in production till on 
August 21 she gave her highest production 
of that month, 96.6 pounds. Her production 
average was continuous, almost without 
interruption, with no serious slumps the 
— show. She was milked four times 
aily.

The principal credit 
for the development of m Veeman 
Woodcrest and the many other fine cattle 
of ghe Helm Farms, however, is accorded 
by Mr. Helm himself to H. L. Redd, super- 
intendent of the ranch, who has had 
fourteen years’ experience in cattle breed- 


ing and developing in Washington .and 
California.

crest was always a good feeder, which ac 
counts largely for her steady milk produc- 
tion. She was fed a mixed ration, princ- 
ipally oats, bran and barley, with beet 
pulp, cotton feed meal and other reeds, 
during her great production period, The in- 
stallation of an electric fan in the stall of 
the cow has been the cause of much com- 
ment by visitors. Mr. Redd explains that he 
installed one fan for two of the test stalls 
last year, believing that it would have as 
good an effect in adding to the comfort of 
cows as of humans in the heat of summer. 
This first fan gave such good results that 
an additional fan was installed this year, 
providing a breeze for four of the testing 
stalls. He is sure that the fans made the 
record-breaking cow more comfortable in 
hot weather, thus assisting in maintaining 
her health and increasing somewhat her 
milk production.

The judging of each member's project 
in the San Fernando Valley Purebred Calf 
Contest, Saturday, October 4, showed that 
the club has completed the second phase 
of its work in excellent shape. The contest 
started July 1, 1923, and will continue 
through the first lactation period eof each 
calf entered. Homer L. Graham, San 
Fernando, and A, V. Austin, Van Nuys, are 
doing the judging work for the club. The 
first additions, to the club family®arrived 
last week, the heifers belonging to Ferdi- 
nand Kiefhaber, Van Nuys, and Ignacio 
Yrigoyne, Calabasas, each dropping heifer 
calves. Ferdinand’s heifer, Pergeus Beda 
Cottie, is out of Pergeus’s Cottie Girl and 
sired by Lassie’s Beda May King. Yrigoyne’s 
heifer, Bdgemoor Jannek Lillian, -is out of 
King Segis Pontiac Lillian Beets and sired 
by King Segis Pontiac oe Both sire 
and dam are owned by H heh, Santa 
Monica Dairy, Venice. e ton wt is 
being supervised by E. M. Stannard, Agri- 
cultural Department, Van Nuys High 
School, in co-operation with the Agricultural 
Extension Service. 


Quarantine regulations were established 
by California om September 30, against 
those sections of the State of Texas in 
which the foot-and-mouth disease has been 
discovered, a proclamation to that effect 
having been ‘signed by Gov. Richardson. 
During the existence of this quarantine the 
transportation, movement or trailing or 
driving of cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminants, swine and horses, dressed car- 
casses of animals and unsterilized parts 
thereof, hides, skins and hoofs of animals, 
hay, straw, and similar fodder, and animal 
manure from Harris and Galveston coun- 
ties and those portions of Brazoria and 
Fort Bend counties located east of the 
Brazos River in the State of Texas into 
the State of California prohibited. 


The results of a recent surprise scoring 
of the milk that is being supplied to the 
city of Los Angeles showed an average of 
93.9 per cent. The scoring was conducted 
by the Bureau of Dairy Control of the 
State Department off Agriculture. Health 
Commissioner Powers announced that vir 
tually all of the producers made uniformly 
high scores, thereby reflecting great credit 
on the milk being sold here, On the basis 
of 100 points for a perfect score, 35 points 
were allowed for low bacteria count, 15 for 
butter fat, 15 for other solids, 15 for flavor 
and odor, 10 for absence of sediment, 5 
for bottle and cap of approved pattern, and 
5 for low acidity.

This is not the first time the local dairy- 
men has rung up a record for mitk and 
butter fat production. In fact, it has be- 
come pretty much the customary thing for 
Mr. Sebastian’s herd to lead the county, 
which is considerable of a record, when it 
is considered that there are 666 cows being 
tested in the association. 

Last year the Sebastian herd took the 
first award for highest producing herd of - 
five to fifteen cows % the association, pro- 
ducing an average 499.4 pounds of but- 
ter fat cow for year.

She is in the herd of J. L. Sebastian, Wasco, 
and made 687 pounds of butterfat last 


recording the highest production of any 
tested herd in the western division of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, pro- 
ducing an average of 70.4 pounds of but- 
ter fat. 

The cows in the herd are all registered 
purebred Holsteins. The foundation stock, 
consisting of six cows and a bull, came 
from the ranch of W. Mitchel of Visalia 
seven years ago when Mr. Sebastian, a San - 
Francisco store keeper, came to Wasco and 
entered the dairy business. At that time 
Mr. Sebastian knew next to nothing about 
dairying, but he did know that it paid to 
keep only the best, and that& man to suc- 
ceed must apply science and system to his.

At the present time there are about 
fifty head of stock in the Sebastian herd.

The profits of the business come 
from the sale of purebred registered bull 
calves and heifers as well as from that of 
milk or butter fat. ) 

Mr. Sebastian is a firm beiféver in line 
breeding as the best means of improving 
future herd production.

The men who staged the dif- 
ferent expositions, large and small, also 
believed that to “lie down” in the face of 
the disaster to the stock industry would be 
to create a wrong impression in the minds 
of outsiders, and perhaps of local people, 
as to the stable condition of the Gelden 
State’s agriculture. That, in fact, was the 
underlying motive which prompted them to 
exert themselves this fall to put on general 
exhitiits so good that they would offset the 
absence of stock shows. Their judgment 
was more than vindicated, for the crowds 
were on hand as usual and no complaints 
were heard. 


To have called off the fairs would have 
been a great mistake, as everyone will now 
have to admit. The newspapers of the 
East and Middle West have been filled with 
absurd reports of the alleged collapse of 
California agriculutre, all based on the 
unfortunate conditions brought about by 
foot-and-mouth disease emergency measures 
and if the fairs had been eliminated it 
would have but given added pleusibility to 
the vicious propaganda carried on against 
the Golden State in jealous sections which 
are steadily losing population to the 
Pacific Southwest. The fair managements

Cc; not reach 56000 sacks, according to 

estimates made by W. E. Lingard, 
secretary of the Santa Barbara Lima 
Bean Growers’ Association, as against 45,081 
sacks harvested last year. The association 
paid to growers last year $332,881 for 
limas, and $23,080 for baby limas. Though 
the market prices are ruling higher than 
last year, it is stated that the loss in 
quantity which the valley faces will cause 
a curtailment of income to growers of 
around $250,000. Many of the growers did 
not attempt to raise beans this year, and 
many who did make the attempt failed to 
get a crop where they were unable to ir- 
rigate their fields.

“Oar hens are kept active. We get them 
up at four o’clock every morning. If it is 
dark, we turn on the lights. The laying 
hens get needed exercise scratching through 
the layer of clean straw that covers the 
floor of their house. We have utilized every 
available foot of space in the houses and 
yards as Well as in the garden plot outside, 
where we grow a constant succession of 
green food. We have green wheat for the 
early spring, Sudan grass for summer, and 
kale, alfalfa and mangels fill in any possible 
gaps that might occur. All of the green 
food is finely cut before it is fed, for we 
have found that in this way it is eaten more 
readily, and the plan also prevents waste. 

“About a year ago, I started raising rab~ 
bits as a sort of a side line and to my sur- 
prise, it has developed into a real business. 
As time passes I find myself inclined to 
work among the bunnies and let my sister 
care for the hens. I have not decided just 
why this is, unless it is because the rabbits 
are such pets and that, aside from the satis- 
faction of having them about, they mature 
so quickly that there is always an element of 
change in connection with them. They pay 
as well as the chickens, we find, and they 
make possible a more rapid increase, or 
turnover, on one’s investment. 


“I have 150 rabbits in the hutches just 
now. Eighteen of these are dependable 
does that are bred four times a year, bring- 
ing forth‘ large and sturdy families. Lots of 
folks fail with rabbits in this part of the 
country because of the hot weather. I am 
especially careful when the thermometer 
starts to climb. The pens are covered with 
burlap curtains which I spray with the hose 
seven or eight times in the course of the 
day. I feed the rabbits sparingly and give 
them plenty of water, for this is most essen-

tial, and I keep constant watch over the 
young ones that are still in the nest, taking 
the covering completely off the nest on hot 
days and replacing it as soon as the heat 
lessens toward evening. 

“Tl am not in favor of green feed for the 
bunnies at this time, for in the hot weather 
it has a tendency to cause bloat and it can 
do a great deal of harm. I feed rolled bar- 
ley and baled alfalfa almost exclusively. We 
sell our eggs and chickens at wholesale, ex- 
cept a few that go to customers right here 
in the neighborhood, and we follow the 
same plan with the rabbits, for a local 
butcher comes and gets them. We do not 
even have to phone him, for he is always 
wanting more than we can spare. This 
means that we do not have to kill or clean 
them, and that saves a lot of time and work. 

“Because we are raising solely for meat, 
I have done considerable experimenting 
with the various breeds.. We have _ the 
Flemish Giants, the Belgian Hares and the 
New Zealands, and I have found that the 
New Zealands, when bred to the Belgian 
Hares, are not only bigger to begin with, 
but that they take on weight more rapidly. 
I never wean the young ones until they are 
from 4 to 6 weeks old, the time depend- 
ing entirely upon circumstan¢es, Then they 
are ready to eat and clean up everything 
that is set before them. We see to it that 
there is always something for them to nib- 
ble on. That is why they weigh four or 
five pounds when they are from 8 to 


10 weeks old and command sach a good mar- 
wet.”

REDLANDS.—Orange shipments for the 
1923-24 season have practically closed, al- 
though there will be some few shipments 
scattered through this month. The official 
close of the season will not come until 
October 31. With the exception of one or 
two houses, all packers have finished their 
work and are now directing their energies 
toward the preliminaries incident to the 
opening of the new season.

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Cotton and Dates Featured 


New and Promising Industries of Southwest Given Notable Representation 
at Twelfth Southern California Fair—Covernment Exhibits Center 
of Altraction—Los Angeles County Display Awarded 
Blue Ribbon in County Class 


most promising industries, cotton pro- 
duction and date growing, were given 
‘the stellar roles among the featured exhibits 
of this year’s Southern California Fair and 
exposition which, in spite of the absence of 
live stoek and poultry entries, must be’ re- 
corded as one of the best of the twelve 
annual fairs thus far staged at Riverside. 
The ‘fair, held from October 7 to 11, inclu- 
sive, drew good crowds from the first day 
to the

The featured the fleecy 
staple seen the plant with its snowy prod- 
uct to the finished fabric. Uncle Sam sent 
a special exhibit from Washington, D. C., 
to the fair in charge of H. G. McKeever, 
cotton expert of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In this display were 
samples of all grades of cotton as stand- 
ardized by the department, together with 
various products made from the staple.

out to reveal the interiors with their in- 


tricate equipment, were on exhibition in 
this interesting educational booth. 

One of the striking exhibits of the show 
was a field of cototn plants all ready for 
the pickers, installed by the Riverside 
Chamber of Commerce. This display was 
realistic even to the log cabin in the center, 


while painted drops at the rear gave the. | 


effect of distance and size to the setting. 
Another landscape scene of the show 
depicted a model plantation with houses 
for workers, storage yards and equipment 
and buildings uséd in the handling of the 
crop. 
loaded with cotton wended its way across 
a painted background canvas. 


Looms in action were shown in the in- 
teresting exhibit of the Riverside Settle- 
ment in which three expert weavers were 
kept busy fabricating cotton cloth and pat- 
terned goods for the instruction of visitors. 
Here also were to be seen many products 
of the settlement looms, including rugs, 
towels, bedding, cloth for clothing and 
other materials. The California Cordage 
Company of Orange had a display of cot- 
ton thops and other cordage products. The 
West Coast Textile Company exhibited a 
weaving machine in operation, “together 
with various products, while the Goodyear 
interests had a display illustrative of the 
use of the better staples in the manufac- 
ture of tires. There were also a number 
of entries by growers. An educational 
booth entered by the Coachella Valley 
Acala Cotton Growers’ Association brought 
out in a graphic way the advantages of the 
use of selected seed over “gin run” in 
planting for uniform fiber. 


An innovation much appreciated by 
visitors to the big agricultural’ tent in 
which the cotton show was housed was the 
spreading of cotton seed instead of the 
customary sawdust on the floors of the 
various aisles. This made a soft carpet 
underneath the feet and resulted in the 
elimination of dust. The seed for this 
purpose was furnished through the courtesy 
of Harry H. Clark of Calexico president of 
the California Cotton Growers’ Association. 


THE DATE SHOW 


The date show was the second of ‘its 
kind to be housed in a separate tent at the 


Riverside fair and was a colorful and in- 


teresting feature. The entrance to the tent 
was through an imposing squared archway 
of Egyptian architecture, surmounted by 
tall palms. The interior was in keeping

Egyptian theme, and gilded pillars taking 
the place of tent poles. Living date palms 
set out in the spaces between the booths 
added to the beauty of the unique setting. 

In the date show, as in the cotton 
show, the United States Department of 
Agriculture was a leading exhibitor. In 
the .gevrernment date booth, Dr. W. T. 
Swingle, who is in charge of the Federal 
date experimental work in Coachella Val- 
ley, had installed exhibits illustrating the 
difference in methods followed by date 
growers in the old and new worlds. In ad- 
dition to various kinds of equipment used 
in the industry overseas and in the South- 
west, the exhibit featured a ownderful col- 


lection of enlarged photographs of activi- 


ties in date growing in the native home of 
the date palm. 

The Deglet Noor Date Growers’ Asso 
ciation of Coachella Valley had a large 
booth setting forth the accomplishments of 
the valley growers of this variety. The 
Arizona date industry was represented by 
an exhfbit from the nurseries of C. E. 
Capk at Yuma. James T. Coyle, secretary 
ofthe El Centro Chamber of Commerce, 
was in charge of an interesting exhibit of 
dates grown in Imperial Valley. Interest- 
ing exhibits by individual growers included 
displays by W. L. Paul, E. S. “Reeves and 
the Narbonne Ranch of Coachella Valley.

F COURSE apples have been grown ia 
Southern California ever since New 
Yorkers and Michiganders took up 

homesteads in the mountain back country. 
The first idea of the first settlers was to 
make California look like home. They 
built frame houses with fancy curlycues 
and put on red brick fronts, and they 
planted apple trees. The typical California 
fruits quickly pushed the apple orchards 
back into the hills, just as typical Southwest 
architecture is now crowding out buildings 
suitable for Rochester and Sguth Bend: 


But the orange country is also ‘more or 
less apple country. I have seen, and picked, 
wonderful belifiowers and pearmains side by 
side with Valencia oranges. Down at 
Costa Mesa in Orange county, the ranchers 
are actually developing an‘ apple industry. 
They have an a packing plant 
worth $10,000, and a crop that brings in 
about $25,000. Their work seems to be 
proving that eastern fruits as well as east- 
ern people bask and expand in the glorious 
climate of Southern California.

But the apple in Southern California is 
now taking its place among the leading 
fruit industries of the territory. The 
Yucaipa harvest was celebrated on October 
2, 3 and 4, by an apple festival, which drew 
thousands of visitors from all parts of the 
Southland. This is the fifth annual event 
of the kind in the life of an Industry which 
is barely fifteen years old. 

THE FESTIVAL’S PURPOSE 

The Apple Festival serves two impor- 
tant purposes. By a score of worth-while 
prizes ranging from a beautiful cup to cer- 
tificates for merchandise, ft stimulates the 
apple growers of the district to friendly 
competition in the raising of better and 
better fruit.

THE RIBBON WINNERS 

The county, community and farm center 
exhibits in the agricultural tent were of the 
meritorious kind usually seen at the an- 
nual Riverside event and were productive 
of keen competition. Los Angeles county 
was awarded the blue ribbon in the county 
class, its “Man with the Hoe” standing in 
the midst of bounteous products of the 
soil being one of the striking displays of 
San Bernardino, with a small 
but beautiful booth devoted to fruits, took 
second prize among the counties, with Las- 
sen county getting third on an eghibit 
featuring lumbering as well as general 
agricultural activities. Humboldt county 
had a booth showing redwood products and 
Glenn county a display of general agricul- 
tural interest. 

San Jacinto and Norco took the blue rib- 
bons in the two community exhibit classes 
restricted to exhibitors from Riverside 
county, the former winning in the regular 


community display division and the latter 
in the farm center class. Beaumont was 
second to San Jacinto in is division, while 
in the farm center class Elsinore was sec- 
ond Murrietta-Wildomar, third; the Coa- 
chella Valley Cotton Growers’ Association 
fourth, and the Perris Farm Center, fifth. 
The Hinkley-Harper Lake Farm Center of - 
San Bernardino and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Escondido in San Diego county 
were awarded special prizes for communi- 
ty exhibits from outside Riverside county. 
Other notable features of the agricultural

The fair offered its usual fine display of 
women’s work in the Woman's Building 
and the prizes for the products entered in 
competition here were quite generally dis- 
tributed over Riverside county. The 
Sherman Indian School tent was again a 
center of interest, the exhibits featuring 
the thoroughness of the training given the 
students of the institution. There was also 
much of interest in the Educational De 
partment room of the fair. 

The industrial tent housed one of the 
best automobile shows ever held in South- 
ern California outside of Los Angeles, as 
well as many booths representative of the 
industrial progress of the community and 
section. There was a small but interesting 
exhibit of tractors and farm machinery. 

The amusement section of the fair 
thrived better than usual this year, the 
compression of the space given over to ex- 
hibits due to the elimination of the stock 
and poultry shows having permitted a 
close grouping of the side shows and other 
amusement features along both sides of the 
main avenue of the grounds. The racing 
program resulted in some good time in va 
rious evonts and kept the crowds enter- 
every afternoon.
